While Christmas tree growers are taking steps 
to save their crops, they readily admit that this 
weather is the worst thing that could happen to 
them. 


Howard O. Beaver, Birdsboro RD 1, said, “We’ve 
been classed a disaster area because of lack of water, 
so that should give you some idea of what we face.” 
Berks county in the Pottstown area has many 
Christmas tree farms, and the dry weather has made it 
easier for aphids and red spiders to damage the crop. 
“Most of the sucking insects thrive when there is 
lack of rain.” said Beaver. “Nature combats them with 
violent storms, rain and w ind— like we just had (Thurs­ 
day). 


“This dry woathor is when thoso follows hit 
your troos tho hardest. If there was ever going to 
be a problem with Christmas trees, it would be 
now ." 


In the center of the Christmas tree growing area, 
Clearfield and Potter counties, where much of the $6 
million annual crop grows, a fierce fight between man 
and bug is being waged.

An Unfair Impression 
A TIME when the US Supreme court 
has ordered a new trial in the celebrated 
Sheppard murder case because of the at­ 
tendant newspaper activity, a new book on 
juries makes a most auspicious debut. 
‘ The American Jury” bv Harry Kalveo 
Jr. and Hans Zeisel of the University of Chi­ 
cago Law school faculty, firmly declares 
juries do not think they were influenced by 
publicity, and judges don’t think so either. 
There is some question in our minds if 
this is a good thing; to admit. 
Newspapers want to inf turnee people. 
It is a. newspaper tradition, however, 
that the reporting of a crime be im par­ 
tial. 
The amount of copy given a crime is 
usually dictated by the public's desire to 
read of events with elements of shock, vi­ 
olence. suspense and human emotions. 
How would any court decide just how 
much pretrial publicity a case or a defend­ 
ant should get?

A lot of .people are reading; 'the Supreme 
court".s Sheppard decision as a criticism of 
newspaper stories on, crime and trials in 
general. 
In the first place, that wasn’t the es­ 
sence of the decision. 
In the second 
place, we newspapermen admit in a cele­ 
brated rase we sometimes tend to go 
oierboard with our coverage. 
In the third place come the findings of 
Kalven and Zeisel. 
Their book, published this month by Little, 
Brown and company, is the basis of an 
article by Fletcher Knebel in the current 
issue of Look magazine. Knebel reports the 
authors investigated 3576 criminal trials in 
the 1.95is with intricate care; the 1950s be­ 
cause they’ve spent the last six years com­ 
pleting and polishing their studies into book 
form. 
* * V 
It fairly may be called the compendium 
on the American jury system at this time, 
and it is most heartening to newspapermen 
that it found newspaper publicity did not 
result in an unfair trial in any one of those 
3576 cases! 
The public also should be heartened, for 
it can rest assured new spapers won’t abridge 
its. right, to the fair trial, based on Kalven 
and Zeisel—who are lawyers, it bears re­ 
peating, not newspapermen. 
Writes Knebel in summarizing the 
new book's findings, “ It is impressive 
that they turned up not a single case in 
which the judge believed the jury was 
swayed by undue press coverage.*' 
Knebel surrounds the word “impressive" 
with quotation marks because the authors 
called it impressive, 
They were ss sur­ 
prised to see a myth shattered as many indi­ 
vidual critics of the press may be. 
As an aside, it still baffles this editorial 
writer how the Supreme court came to find 
that press, coverage prevented Dr. Sami Shep­ 
pard from getting a fair trial. 
The editorial writer read voracious­ 
ly all newspaper and magazine copy on 
the case and was conwnced by it that 
Sheppard was innocent. 
Were it not for the continuing publicity 
since 1954 given Sheppard, who stoutly main­ 
tains innocence, the man 
most certainly 
wouldn't have won a new trial. 
This is just another one of the ironies of 
law, many of which are carefully studied in 
“ The American Jury.”—By Gordon P. Grif­ 
fiths.

teacher has been Britain's for­ 
eign secretary for the past two 
years. 
This is one of the great offices 
of international politics. He has 
traveled the world. Yet most of 
the British scarcely know what 
he looks like. 
Stew art’s move to the home 
front was the main switch of 
Prim e Minister Harold Wilson's 
government 
reshuffle Wednes­ 
day night. 
He makes a straight change 
of jobs with George Brown, eco­ 
nomics chief who now becomes 
foreign secretary’.

Brown rem ains deputy prime 
m inister. But it was clear to 
everyone 
in 
the 
Commons 
smokerooms that Stewart has 
em erged as the real strong man 
of the em battled Labor govern­ 
ment, 
second, only to 'Wilson 
himself. 
His task is to administer the 
wage and price freeze, which is 
Brown’s brainchild, and to re­ 
store confidence in the British 
economy and the pound sterling. 
He can expect a quick and 
shuddering collision with major 
labor unions aghast at seeing 
their bargaining power whipped 
away by the new freeze law 
which the government inched 
through 
the 
Commons 
on 
Wednesday. 
If he succeeds, he can hope to 
crown, his career by accession 
to 'the prem iership if party fac­ 
tion or poli deal accident should 
force Wilson out. 
Political accident already has 
been decisive in bringing Stew­ 
art to his present ascendancy. 
In 1964. when the Labor party 
returned to power after 13 years 
in the wilderness, he was named 
education minister.

thrown out. Inevitably he had to 
resign as foreign secretary’.

The resignation brought the 
unknown Stewart to the Foreign 
Office. 
In that post he has been a 
consistent 
supporter 
of

American stand in Viet Nam, 
brushing 
aside the persistent 
complaints of Labor’s leftists. 
He has traveled the five conti­ 
nents. Yet he rem ains so little 
known to the man in the street 
that 
the

have to label him. 
Stew’art is in his late 50s. gray 
haired, black browed, quiet spo­ 
ken. 
He cam e into Parliam ent in 
1945 as part of the great Labor 
landslide that ejected Winston 
Churchill from power at the mo­ 
ment of World War II victory.

Why Some Are Accident Prone 


'MY HUSBAND has been in 
■nore accidents than I care to 
remember. If it Isn't at home, 
then it is in his factory or in 
our automobile. I know that he 
is a tense person. Could this be 
the reason?

Dear Mrs. R.: The term acci-

It was Dr. Flan­

tions and accidents. 
Later, 
insurance companies 
and 
statisticians 
found

cause in many of the accidents 
in the home and in industry’. 
When the lives of men and 
women were closely examined 
It was found that their inner 
emotions 
and conflicts were 
easily as responsible for acci­ 
dents as were the external fac­ 
tors. 
The susceptibility to accidents 
was distinctly traced to the 
stresses, 
strains and 
turbu­ 
lence 
of 
daily 
living. 
The 
United States Army found that 
many of the casualties during 
training happened to young 
soldiers whose emotional stabil­ 
ity was limited. 
This idea has led to the wide 
use of many complicated psy­ 
chological tests in industry, in 
the armed services, in schools 
and in deciding on a career. 
Important conclusions can be 
arrived at that save untold lives 
in predictable joba 
Almost everyone has had the 
experience of driving an auto­ 
mobile with a jittery sensation 
after 
so m e 
unpleasantness. 
When you carry the remnant of 
anger or hostility the reflexes 
are not as rapid or as accurate, 


and undoubtedly can. cause me- | 
cidents that otherwi.se would' 
not have happened. 
When the mind is occupied 
with a serious problem the 
body coordination is never at 
its peak. 
Skilled workers using lathes, 
saws and drill presses were 
found to have a tremendous in­ 
crease in .accidents during a 
time when there was some fam­ 
ily illness. When the emotional 
balance is disturbed the physi­ 
cal balance is changed. 
Dr. Dunbar called attention 
to the fact that accident-prone 
people used accident phrases 
more often than others. She 
called attention to expressions 
like: "I’d rather have a broken 
leg than have this happen”; *'I 
nearly broke my neck to' catch 
the train”; "I almost broke my 
back getting the work done.” 
She felt that these phrases had 
more meaning than was obvi­ 
ous. 
Now. w’hen physicians coma 
across a person who has re­ 
peated accidents and even ill­ 
nesses they view them with a 
special 
"psychosomatic 
atti­ 
tude."" Doctora .know that 'there 
is no separation of the mind 
and body. Thera is only the to­ 
tal person who is considerad. 
Your husband has been for­ 
tunate that he has had only 
minor accidents. If he continues 
without a better understanding 
of the reasons for them he will 
be a threat to himself and the 
people who surround him... It is 
no shame for him to speak out 
the inner emotional problems to'

Teenagers Just Can't Stop Loving Their Idols Now 


CHICAGO or — The Beatles 
arrived from London Thursday 
with their guards up to avoid 
screaming 
fans, 
but 
there 
weren’t many fans, and they 
didn’t scream much. 
There were perhaps 200 of the 
curious clustered at a barrier. 
Only 25 to 30 of these looked like 
teen-aged girls. 
The Beatles, who had a much 
more rousing welcome in Bos­ 
ton where they changed planes 
at Logan International Airport, 
were discharged from the plane 
at the Pan American Airways 
hangar in a special stop, before 
the ship taxied to its regular 
slip at the customs and immi­ 
gration passenger terminal. 
Immigration and customs in­ 
spectors met the four long-hairs 
in the hangar, and formalties 
took about five minutes. 
Newsmen and fans were kept 
at a more than discreet distance 


by policemen as the quartet left 
the hangar and boarded a lim­ 
ousine, as they entered the car, 
someone yelled, asking if John 
Lennon were sorry. The ques­ 
tion apparently referred to re­ 
marks about Christianity attri­ 
buted to Lennon. 
One of the Beatles — maybe 
even Lennon — separated him­ 
self from his colleagues for a 
moment and 
shouted back, 
“ Yes! Yes!” 
Then they were driven down­ 
town to a later news conference. 
Nothing more was said at the 
airport, except by teen-aged 
girls. Nine of them sat patiently 
in a cab with the meter running. 
Others, pressed against the 
woven wire fence, shouted hope­ 
ful greetings. 
Other youngsters commented 
on the appearance of the visi­ 
tors.“Do you think they look 


wild?” one girl asked her com­ 
panion.
